CHICAGO, July 6—(P)—An 
executive of the Office of Price 
Administration and Civilian Sup- 
ply cautioned 400 furniture manu- 
facturers today that unless price 
increases are halted “we must step 
in and take action that you don’t 
like and that we don’t like.” 

“The way to stop price rises is 
to stop increasing prices,” said 
Peter A. Stone, price executive of 
the lumber, building materials and 
furniture section of OPACS. “and 
since it is you who are pricing the 
goods, the burden of stopping such 
increases rests on your shoulders.”

LOOKING OVER THE WAR INDUSTRIES

Recently a group of newspapermen, mostly 
European correspondents, were taken on tour of 
American war industries. They were permitted 
to look behind the scenes, and were given much 
information, some of it to publish and some of it 
“off the record.” The newspapermen were appar- 
ently well pleased with the manner in which our 
preparedness is progressing. They found factory 
managers on their toes and determined to do their 
part in preserving democracy. They found factory 
foremen and workmen enthusiastic and deter- 
mined, and performing a great task. We heard 
much talk about labor troubles and the failure of 
industries to co-operate. It is good to learn that 
what we have read about mostly concerned ex- 
treme cases in a very large country where a very 
complex task confronts us. There has not been 
enough truth told on the bright side. What the 
newspapermen found is that American industry 
is performing a great task, and doing it with 
speed. We are far ahead of anything that was 
accomplished in World War No. 1. We have more 
men at work, more industries working and a 
much larger program under way. 

The important thing is that the foundations 
have been laid, the skilled men are being found, 
the factories are up and the machines are in 
place and the guns, the tanks, the afmored cars 
and the big planes are now rolling off the as- 
sembly lines. We have not reached the peak of 
production. We are just ready to begin quantity 
production, and it will be a-year before we reach 
the peak, but we have great production possibili- 
ties for the last six months of this year.

CHILDISH POINT OF VIEW WASHINGTON, July 6. 


Nothing serves better to ilfus- 
strate the shallow depths or gross inconsistencies of many of our 
leading isolationists than a periodic review of some of their past 
utterances on vital questions of national defense and American 
foreign policy. 

The net result is usually to stamp them with one of two basic 
deficiencies, each sufficient to justify the public in denying fur- 
ther confidence in their appraisal of events. Put in the most chari- 
table way, the conclusion is unescapable, after an examination of 
the record, that either they are guilty of a juvenile comprehension 
of war implications or a blind refusal to look beyond the immediate 
situation. 

Particularly does this seem true of the three most blatant of 
the current crop of isolationists: Colonel Lindbergh, Senator Wheel- 
er, and Representative Hamilton Fish.

In one quarter I heard the sug- 
gestion that Premier Joseph Sta- 
lin, forewarned by the experience 
of other ravaged countries, has 
utilized successfully his secret po- 
lice in kindred ferret cunning to 
the gestapo; and Moscow 
even tells us the Communists have 
turned the tables in sabotage be- 
hind the German lines. If so, the 
gestapo has found in Russia a 
sterile field which promised to be 
a fertile one. 

The Soviet census _ registers 
1,500,000 Germans in Russia. 
There is also the inheritance of 
German influence and power in 
business and in technical organi- 
zation uncer the Czars. Names of 
German origin among those whose 
fathers and grandfathers were 
born in Russia are not rare.

SOME OF MY BEST FRIENDS This really is a piece which 


explains why tonight you

Some of my best friends are psychiatrists. Although I trust them, 
I nevertheless am somewhat uneasy in their presence. I like them, 
yet at parties I stray away from them and go talk with their 
respective wives or friends. 

The psychiatrist gives me the impression he knows too much. 
I can feel his mind probing around in my own, examining the volu- 
tions and convolutions of the reputed gray matter which all brains 
reputedly possess. 

The psychiatrist frankly says that all of us are a little balmy: a 
bit daffy, somewhat nutty, casually eccentric. nursing our own 
peculiar idiosyncracies. 

All of us, they say, have a little squirrel food in us. 

They can ask unusual questions: 

“What is a normal mind?” 

“When does a mind cross over the border and become insane?” 

“Who is to decide who is crazy and who isn’t?” 

They can recall sanity boards composed of persons nuttier than 
the person being put away. 

They know the answers to all the obviously queer ones who go 
mumbling along our streets in odd clothing or an odd mental state. 

They can take the actions of bombastic, demagogic politicians 
anywhere and point out the definite signs of dementia praecox or 
paranoia. That which the wool hat voter views with delight: some 
goatish, fantastic exaggeration, also is viewed with delight by the 
psychiatrist. He knows. 

In almost any field of work the psychiatrist can find his sub- 
jects. The newspaper field supplies its share. The legal, medical 
and all other professions also supply a share. So does all life.

There 
many other such cases, so that psychiatrists were able to produce 
case histories of a new type psychosis. 

The world war is producing another. Psychiatrists say these sub- 
jects are produced by loneliness and the radio. 

There are persons who sit by the radio from dawn to bedtime. 
They listen feverishly to every commentator and to every newscast. 
They make comments out loud during the course of such broadcasis. 
They work themselves into rages, fears and terrors. The armies 
march through their brains. The panzer units trample their brain 
cells. The Japanese gibber at them from behind a convolution in 
the matter. The Russians. retreat across the 12 thousand 
millions of cells in the cerebral substance of their minds.

' Boston Transcript. 


The issue of 1892 carries a full- 
length sermon by Dr. T. DeWitt 
Talmage, famous’ preacher of 
Brooklyn, who had come to Atlan- 
ta for a special preaching mission 
His text was taken from Exodus 
8:19, “The finger of God.” He 
began: 

“Pharaoh was sulking in his 
marble throne room in Memphis. 
Plague after plague had come, and 
sometimes the Egyptian monarch 
was disposed to do better, but at 
the lifting of each plague he was 
as bad as before. .. .” 

When the eloquent Talmadge 
got warmed up—along in the third 
column of the half-page account 
of the sermon—-he drew powerful 
applications of the text to the 
times in which his hearers lived. 
He warned against tendencies to 
disregard the laws of God and 
man. He warned against the pros- 
perity which was then looming for 
the nation. On this point, he said: 

“My friends, I do not know how 
we are going to stand it—I mean 
the full inrush of that’ splen- 

The page in the issue of Monday, 
December 4, 1905, carries a full- 
length sermon by Dr. Len G. 
Broughton, pastor of the Baptist 
Tabernacle, on the text, “Earnest- 
ly contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints.” 

Dr. J. W. Lee had preached tris 
first sermon the day before as pas- 
tor of Trinity Methodist church. 
His text was, ‘“‘Work out your own 
salvation Vith “ear and trem- 
bling.” He, too, was an eloquent 
preacher, judging from this ser- 
mon, published in The Constitu- 
tion. 

Father Jackson, in his sermon 
at St. Anthony the day before, 
based on the text, ‘The night is 
past and the day is at hand,’ 
made a fervent appeal to the peo- 
ple of that communion to enter 
upon Advent in the full spirit of 
the promises of God. 

Another sermon reported that 
day was by the Rev. A. R. Hol- 
derby at Moore Memorial. His 
text was, “War a good warfare,” 
I Timothy 1:18. 

Thanks to Mrs. Duke for these 
interesting copies of The Consti- 
tution.

Carry Heavy Bags, Lock- 
ed Against Border 
Inspections. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 6.—(?)— 
Mysterious men with German 
names who travel over South 
America by air on German diplo- 
matic passports and carry heavy 
mysterious bags locked against 
border inspections were described 
tonight by Raul Damonte Ta- 
borda, chairman of the congres- 
sional committee investigating for- 
eign influences in Argentina. 

At a press conference in which 
he summarized the committee’s 
work since its’ inception last 
month, Taborda said the bags al- 
ways were carried as personal ef- 
fects of the men. 

He asserted that information ob- 
tained by the committee showed 
the bags never left the custody of 
the men carrying them and quoted 
witnesses as saying there had been 
cases where the men sat up all 
night guarding them. 

Documentary Proof. 

Taborda said the committee had 
documentary ‘proof that bills for 
transporting the bags were paid by 
the German embassies and not by 
the men who carry them. 

He said many of these myste- 
rious trips start in - Argentina, 
thus adding emphasis to a pre- 
vious statement in which he ex- 
pressed fear this country might be 
made German headquarters for 
the Western Hemisphere now 
that the United States has ordered 
out German consuls and propa- 
ganda agencies. 

Discussing the “German Nazi 
party” in Argentina which was 
dissolved by executive decree in 
May, 1939, he said the committee 
had found that this party was 
“reorganized” under a different 
name with the same officers and 
the same headquarters on the day 
after the dissolution decree was 
issued. 

The committee chairman said 
maps and documents taken In 
raids by his agents showed the 
Germans have divided Argentina 
into zones and included Paraguay 
and Uruguay with Argentina In a 
larger plan of South American 
operations. 

Police Aid. 

Referring to a ministry of inte- 
rior announcement that police aid 
in raids which netted this infor- 
mation would be stopped unless 
they. were preceded by a court or- 
der, Taborda said the raids would 
be continued whether or not the 
executive arm of the government 
gives the legislative branch po- 
lice co-operation. 

He declared the chamber of 
deputies would use its own po- 


‘lice power if necessary. 


Taborda closed the conference 


‘with a hint the Argentine inquiry 


might take on hemisphere-wide 
ramifications. saving co-operation 
had been offered by the United 
States, Brazil, Uruguay and Cuba.

| WHY GOLFERS. 


Golf is a form of work made 
expensive enough for business- 
men to enjoy. It is what letter- 
carrying, ditch-digging, and 
carpet-beating would be if they 
aH had to be performed on the 
same hot afternoon. 

The game is played on care- 
fully manicured grass, with lit- 
tle white balls and as many 
clubs as the player can afford. 
A golf course has 18 holes, 17 
of which are unnecessary, and 
are put in to make the game 
harder. A “hole” is a tin cup 
in the center of tne “green.” A 
“ereen” is a small parcel of 
grass costing about $1.65 a blade, 
and usually located between a 
brook and a couple of apple 
trees, or a lot of “unfinished 
excavation.” 

The idea is to get the ball 
from a given point into each of 
the 18 tin cups with the fewest 
number of strokes and _ the 
greatest number of words. The 
ball must not be thrown, pushed 
or carried.

Project Built by WPA 
Covers 640 Acres, Cost 
9 Million. 


CHICAGO, July 6.—(UP)—The 
world’s largest airport will be pre- 
sented by Mayor Edward J. Kelly 
and citizens of Chicago tomorrow 
by Howard G. Hunter, WPA com- 
missioner for Illinois. 

Presentation ceremonies, to be 
attended by thousands, will mark 
competion of one of WPA’s most 
outstanding projects. For Chica- 
goans, the dedication will be the 
culmination of a long struggle to 
obtain facilities in keeping with 
the needs of this great transporta- 
tion hub. 

Hunter pointed 
Chicago Municipal Airport is a 
contribution to national defense 
inasmuch as it is large enough to 
harbor bombers any other air-| 
ships likely to be built for a num-| 
ber of years. 

Work Begun in 1935. 

“WPA is proud of the job it has 
performed in making this the out- 
standing airport in America,” 
Hunter said. 

An average of 3,500 workers | 
daily since October 26, 1935, have 
labored to complete the field, | 
larger than LaGuardia field in 
New York the Cleveland air- 

ort. The venture cost more than 
$9,000,000, of Which $8,400,000 was 
WPA funds.

Holiday Death 
Toll Reaches 
924 for U.S. 


317 Traffic Fatalities 
Far Below Safety Coun- 
cil Forecast. 


By The Associated Press 

Death came to at least 524 per- 
sons over the three-day holiday 
ending last night and, as usual, the 
automobile was the biggest taker 
of lives. 

l'orty-two states reported one or 
more violent deaths over the long 
beginning with Independ- 
ence Day, Associated Press 
survey but in Delaware, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, Nevada and South Dakota 
no fatalities were reported. 

Traffic fatalities numbered. at 
least 317, but the toll v far be- 
low the estimated 475 the National 
safety Council had predicted in a 
preholiday forecast. Deaths from 
other violent causes totaled 207. 

The fireworks casualty list in- 
cluded fewer persons than that of 
last year in many areas, but there 
were five deaths from that cause, 
compared with two in the 1940 In- 
dependence Day celebration. 

Leading all the states by a wide 
margin, California had approxi- 
mately one-tenth of the national 
total, with 52 deaths recorded, 37 
in traffic. Illinois was. second 
with 39, New York third with 37.

HYDE PARK, July 4.—(Friday)—I have just read a report 
made by a committee of farmers who attended the annual AAA 
meeting in Washington in the early part of June. I am quoting a 

few sentences from the preamble because I 
think this document is of statesmanlike quality 
and deserves the praise of all citizens in the 
nation. 


“In the interest of the national welfare, we 
pledge ourselves to marshalling the agricultural 
resources of this country so as. best to meet the 
needs of defense. In fulfilling this pledge it is 
essential to avoid throwing agriculture any fur- 
ther out of balance than required by the 
necessity to meet successfully the challenge to 
our democratic way of life. The defense effort 
must succeed. The interests of any economic 

RRR group must be subservient to it and inspired 
by a willingness to give rather than to take. As representing the 
farmers of the nation in respect to the program of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, we assure the people and the govern- 
ment of the United States of our full compliance with this policy.”
